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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 34 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. Claim 34 fails to further limit the independent claim. 

4. Claims 19-37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is. most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. The claims include language drawn to a polymeric desensitizing agent which 
is not described in the specification with sufficient detail to allow one to make and use 
the invention. It is not possible to ascertain what compounds would meet this claim 
language especially in light of the contradicting language regarding the water solubility. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 19-37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Coffee 
*etal (3,108,916). 

Coffee discloses the basic method of coating a nitrocellulose grain with an ester 
deterrent or energetic plasticizer or both (col. 2, lines 65-72 and col. 31-10). The 
detreent and plasticizer are mixed in solution and coated onto the nitrocellulose grain, 
the grain can also include additives such as cyclotrimethylenetrinitramine (col. 3, lines 
50-60). The nitrocellulose grain may be any size or shape (col. 2, lines 50-65). The 
nitrogen content and diffusion depth are inherent properties of the product as described. 
Where a product appears to be the same or only slightly different, the properties recited 
appear to be inherent, regardless of the method of preparation. The Office does not 
have testing facilities to determine such. The burden falls on applicant to show that the 
prior art products do not necessarily or inherently possess the claimed properties. In re 
Thorpe, 777 F.2d 695, 697; 227 USPQ 964, 966; In re Fitzgerald, 619 F.2d 67, 70; 205 
USPQ'594, 596; In re Best, 562 F.2d 1252, 1255; 195 USPQ 430, 433-434; In re 
Brown, 459 F.2d 531; 173 USPQ 685. 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. In 
response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of 
applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies are not 
recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the 
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specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re 
Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

Applicant argues that Coffee does not disclose an energetic plasticizer, this is 
incorrect, see col. 3, lines 1-10. Applicant also argues that Coffee is only a coating 
however, the method of Coffee includes applying the energetic plasticizer and deterrent 
while the nitrocellulose is in solution, thus allowing the materials to penetrate the 
surface.
